BE VOTED ON NEXT TUESDAY 


ELECTORS OF CITY 


TO DECIOE MATTER 


PROVIDES FOR A STRICT BUSI- 


NESS ADMINISTRATION OF ALL 


CITY AFFAIRS IN NEW SMYR- 


NA IN FUTURE. 


Next Tuesday tho voters of New- 


Smyrna will'decide whether this city 
is to be governed by the progressive 
and up to date commission-manager 
plan of' city government, or whether 
the present unsatisfactory and tang- 
led condition of affairs is to bo con- 
tinued. 


The special election on the ques- 


tion of the adoption or rejection of 
the 
proposed 
commission-manager 


plan charter will he held and every 
qualified elector in the city will be 
given an opportunity to vote on the 
question. The voting place is the city 
council chamber, the polls will be 
open from S o'clock in the morning 
until sundown, and the election in- 
spectors named by the charter hoard 
to have charge of the voting are G. 
H. Crane, C. H. Sams and J. S. 6hoe- 
smith. 


The proposed new commission-man- 


ager plan charter was prepared by 
the charter board selected by the 
voters at the special election held 
April 17th. No instructions were giv- 
en the charter board, which was made 
up of B. II. Wilson. J. J. Birch, H. C. 
Phillips, W. C. Chowning and W. L. 
Cause, and the now board was organ- 
ized at once and began a diligent 
study of what was needed in the way 
of changes to better civic conditions 
in New Smyrna. 
After seven weeks 


of constant and steady work the char- 
ter board presented the proposed new 
charter as it has been published, for 
the last four weeks in the News.t The 
new charter as published Is complete 
and represents what the members of 
the charter board believe is the best 
possible instrument that could be pre- 
pared for the future government of 
the city of New Smyrna. 


In preparing this charter the mem- 


bers of Ihe charier board studied care- 
fully the charters ot a number of the 
best and most economically governed 
cities in the country and from this 
diligent study 
prepared 
what they 


considered Ihe best features of these 
charters lo suit the needs of New 
Smyrna. In carrying on the prepara- 
tion of the proposed new charter the 
members of the board realize! that It 
would be Impossible to exactly please 
every resident of the city, but they 
kept constantly In mind the best In- 
terests of the majority of the people 
of Iho city. The News believes that 
the work oi Ihe charier board rep- 
resents the honest, conscientious ef- 
fort of each member to prepare a 
charter which will eliminate politic* 
and factional feelings from city af-

FURTHER STEPS IN 
CANAL MAINTENANCE 


H. I. HAMILTON GOES TO JACK- 


SONVILLE TO ASSIST ATTOR- 


NEY GENERAL IN PREPARING 


DATA. 


Secretary H. 
I. Hamilton of^th'e 


Florida East Coast Canal association 
was called to Jacksonville Wednes- 
day morning to meet Attorney Gen- 
eral T. F. West and assist the latter 
in compiling and' preparing data re- 
garding the condition of the Kast 
Coast canal..preparatory to the flliiiR 
of an amended alternative writ with 
the state supreme court in the action 
to compel the company owning the 
canal to keep it in condition. 


In a recent decision handed down 


by the state supreme court 
it was 


held that the state may compel the 
canal company to restore the canal 
to the width of 50 feet and the deptli 
of five feet required by law and* its 
original contract with the state, and 
maintain the waterway in 'that condi- 
tion. At the same time the supreme 
court granted the attorney general 
time in which to file an amended writ 
giving specific locations where the 
canal is not now maintained to that 
wMth and depth. 


Notice of this action by the state 


supreme court was sent to Mr. Hinn- 
IIton by the attorney general recently 
and the secretary of the Florida East 
Coast Canal association immediately 
got busy with requests to the various 
civic and commercial bodies along the 
canal to state where the canal is not 
of the required width and depth. 


Mr. Hamilton will assist the.attor- 


ney general in preparing this data for 
presentation to the supreme court.

LAW. 


Under the construction placed on 


section 2 of the army bill of May 18 
by the attorney general, the law pro- 
hibiting the sale of liquor to officers 
and enlisted men of the army while 
in uniform applies also to persons 
wfearing the naval uniform. 
In this 


connection the following notice has

•

; lieen sent out l>y the war department 
in sheriffs, chiefs of police and other 
officers liiitrustoil with tlic enforce- 
ment oC the laws: 
• 


"At the direction of the secretary 


of war I am sending you herewith 
excerpts from the new army law re- 
lating to the sale of liquor to soldiers 
in uniform, and to the control of pros- 
titution. The attorney general has in- 
structed the United States district at- 
torneys that section 12 is applicable 
to those persons wearing the naval 
uniform of the United States as well 
as to those in array uniform. In other 
words, the statute is a penal statute 
and is to be construed strictly in 
favor of the public and the persons 
to be protected.

"I am also sending a copy of a let- 


ter, signed by the secretary of war, to 
the governors of th.2 states and the 
chairmen of the state councils of de- 
fense. In the enforcement of tije sec- 


1 tion of tho law above cited, .the sec- 
retary of war is anxious to secure the 
co-operation 
of local police bodies 


throughout the United States.

In addition to the penalty provided 


for violation of the law with refer- 
ence to selling liquor to persons in 


I the uniform of the United States navy 


j or army, the law also provides against 
the locating of houses of immoral pur- 
poses within range pf any location of 
sailors or troops. 


The protecling attitude of the war 


department towards tho young men 
entering Ihe service of Ihe army and 
navy is clearly, indicaled in one para- 
graph of Ihe letter sent oul on May 
26 by Secretary Newton D. Baker, as 
follows: 


"Our 
responsibility In this matter 


is not open to question. We cannot 
allow these young men, most of whom 
will have been drafted to service, lo 
be surrounded by a vicious and de- 
moralizing environment, nor can we 
leave anything undone which will pro- 
tect them from unhealthy Influences 
and crude forms of temptation. Nol 
only have we an Inescapable respon- 
sibility In this matter to tho families 
and communities from which these 
young men are selected, but, from 
the standpoint of our duty and our 
determination to create an efficient 
army, we are bound, as a military ne- 
cessity, to do everything In our power 
to promote the health and conserve 
Ihe vitality of Ihe men in Ihe train- 
Ing camps."

PAY SPECIAL TAXES 
, 
EARLY \l URGED 


CORPORATIONS LIABLE FOR TAX 


SHOULD MAKE RETURNS TO 


INTERNAL 
REVENUE 
OFFICE 


BEFORE JULY 31. 


All persons, firms or corporations 


subject to any of the special taxes 
of the internal revenue department 
of the government are being urged, 
on account of the war and need for 
money to carry on the war, to pay 
the same promptly. 
In 
connection 


with the special corporation tax, the 
following notice has been sent out 
from the Jacksonville office, which is 
headquarters for the state of Florida: 


All corporations in the state having 


capital stock, the fair value of which 
amounts to $75,000 or more, will re- 
ceive forms within the next few days 
upon which lo render return of capi- 
tal stock tax for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1017. Corporations liable for 
this tax should file return with the 
collector for the district of Florida, 
Jacksonville, on or before July 31. 


Tbe capital stock tax is an excise 


tax, payable 
in advance for doing 


business from July 1, 1917, to June 
30, 1918. The amount of tax is com- 
puted upon the fair value of capital 
stock for the preceding fiscal year 
and is payable to the collector at any 
time after July 1, but penalties for 
non-payment do not attach until ten 
days after the notice and demand has 
been served by the collector upon 
the taxpayer.' 


Collector "Cathcarl desires lo call 


the attention of all corporations liable 
for Ibis tax, to the fact that they are 
not «xcus<in from penalty for failure 
to file refikn within the statutory 
period by reason of the fact that 
forms are not received. It is, there- 
fore, advisable that all corporations 
liable for the tax should 
communi- 


cate with the collector if the neces- 
sary forms are not received in time 
to file return on or before July 31. 
1917. 


The collector also desires to call 


attention to tho fact that the tax is 
based upon the fair value of stock 
and not upon the authorized or paid 
up capital and is computed at the 
rate of BO cents per full thousand dol- 
lars. That is to say. if, after deduct- 
ing the exemption allowed, it is found 
that the corporation is liable for tax 
on $1.250. tax would be computed up- 
on the even $1.000 and the $250 elim- 
inated. 


Inasmuch as the United States is 


at war, the collector will appreciate 
it if all corporations liable for this 
retirfTi will file same in his office as 
soon after July 1 as practicable. 
Where it can be done without undue 
inconvenience to tbe taxpayer, remit- 
tance to co^er amount of tax shown 
to be due by return should be attach- 
ed thereto, and should be made pay- 
able to James M. Cathcart, collector.

The final stretches of this highway 


form a part of the contract which was 
recently thrown up by Hamilton John- 
son, but the county commissioners at 
their recent meeting made a new con- 
tract for the completion of the road 
with Akenuan & Ellis, anil the finish- 
ing touches are being put on the road 
this week. 


The last part of the road to be hard 


surfaced is a stretch just west of the 
city near the junction with the road 
to Glencoe. The shell surfacing Is 
being placed there this week and the 
entire road to the St. Johns river will 
be in excellent condition by the 4th 
of July, when many people from Sem- 
inole, Orange and other counties will 
come to New Smyrna to help us cele- 
brate the national holiday. 


The new route gives the most direct 


route from Sanfonl to the Atlantic 
possible and the people of that city, 
Orlando and other interior cities and 
towns will 
greatly 
appreciate this 


avenue for a quick and easy trip to 
and from the beach during the sum- 
mer months. 


The opening of the new road will 


give new life to Coronado, as much 
of the summer beach business has 
Kone to other points because of the 
lack of a good highway leading direct 
lo the beach.

SHIPYARD WILL BE 


ESTABLISHED HERE 


CITY COUNCIL GRANTS PERMIS- 


SION TO M'COY BROTHERS TO 


USE LAND AT FOOT OF CLINCH 


STREET. 


That New Smyrna will soon have a 


real shipyard, with capacity and facil- 
ities for "building ocean-going schoon- 
ers, is indicated by an action taken 
by tlie city council at the meeting 
held Tuesday night this week, when 
permission was granted to McCoy 
Brothers to use the land at the foot 
of Clinch street for shipyard purposes. 
This is the street where the spur 
railroad track runs down to the river. 


Permission for the use of the land 


extends during the period of the war 
and for six months after the war's 
close. McCoy Brothers arc to pay the 
city $1 for the use of the land. - 


McCoy Brothers own and operate 


a line of boats on the inland water- 
way between St. Augustine and Palm 
Beach during Ihe winter months and 
also a line across the state through 
the Everglades canals and Lake Okee- 
chobee. For a number of years they 
have conducted a shipyard at Holly 
Hill, where their boats have been 
siored and handled. 


Realizing lhal New Smyrna offers 


better opportunities for the operation 
of a real shipyard than Holly Hill Ihe 
McCoy Brothers are now planning to 
make this city Iheir headquarters 4Kd 
enter extensively Into tho construc- 
tion of ocean going schooners. There 
never was a time in the history of Ihe 
country when Ihere was a greater de- 
mand for ships than at present and 
New Smyrna presents excellent facil- 
ities for carrying on ship building op- 
erations. 
This city is easily acces- 


sible by rail from all parts of the 
state and lumber can be shipped here 
and unloaded from the cars at the 
proposed location ot the yards. The 
proximity to the inlet makes access 
to the ocean easy, and Ihere Is plenty 
ot w-uer between this city and the 
inlot.

ai$y two members of the City Commission, or City Manager, may call specia 
meetings of the City Commission upon at least twelve hours written notice t 
each member, served personally, or left at his usual place of residence 
All meetings of the City Commission and of the committees thereof shal 
be public and any citizen shall have access to the minutes and records there 
of at all reasonable times. The City Commission shall 'determine ita own 
rules and order of business and shall keep a journal of Its proceedings. 
Section 21. 
PENALTY FOR ABSENCE: 
Absence from four con 


necutive regular meetings of the City Commission shall operate to vacate the 
•eat ot a member, unless such absence Is excused by the City Commission, by 
resolution setting forth the fact of such excuse, duly entered upon the 
Journal. 


Section 22. 
LEGISLATIVE PROCEEDURE: 
A majority ot all mem 
ben elected to the City Commission shall constitute a quorum but a less 
number may adjourn from day to day and compel the attendance of absen 
members in such a manner and under such 'penalties as may be prescribe! 
by ordinance. 
The affirmative ot two members shall be necessary to adopt 


any ordinance or resolution and the passage of all ordinances and resolutions 
shall be taken by "yeas" and "nays" and entered upon the journal. 


Section 23. 
ORDINANCE ENACTMENT: 
Every proposed ordinance 


or resolution shall be introduced in written or printed form and shall not 
contain more than one subject, which shall be clearly stated In the title; 
but general appropriation ordinances may contain the various subjects ant 
accounts tor which moneys are to be appropriated. 
The enacting clause 


of all ordinances shall be: "Be it enacted by the people of the City of.New 
Smyrna, Florida." 
No ordinance, unless it shall be an emergency measure 
shall be passed until it shall have been read at two regular meetings, not 
less than one week apart, or unless the requirement of such reading has 
been dispensed with by unanimous vote of the City Commission. 


Section 24. 
EMERGENCY MEASURES: 
All ordinances and resolu- 
tions passed by the City Commission shall become effective thirty days from 
the date thereof, except, that the City Commission may, by unanimous vote, 
pass emergency measures to take effect at the time stated therein. 
An 


emergency measure is an ordinance or resolution for the immediate preser- 
vation of public peace, property, health or safety, or providing for the usual 
daily operation of a municipal department, in which the emergency is set 
forth and defined in a preamble thereto 
Ordinances appropriating money 


may be passed as an emergency measure, but no measure making a grant, 
renewal or extension of a franchise or other special privilege, or regulating 
the rate to be charged for its services by any public utility, shall ever be 
so passed. 


Section 25. 
RECORD AND PUBLICATION: 
Every ordinance or 


resolution shall, upon its final passage, be recorded in a book kept for that 
purpose and shall be authenticated by the signatures of the presiding officer 
and the clerk 
of 
the 
City Commission. 
Every ordinance of a 


general or permanent 
nature shall 
be published once within 
ten 


days attar its final passage; when an existing ordinance is amended, 
then the preamble 
and 
the 
section 
or 
sections 
amended, only 
shall be published. 
Resolutions and ordinances providing for public im- 


provements, to pay the cost of which "special assessments are to be made, 
need not be published, but within ten days after their passage a notice shall 
be published as hereinafter provided, the same being in addition to the notice 
required to be served on property holders. 


Section 26. 
NOTICES OF PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS: 
As to a reso- 


lution declaring the necessity for a proposed improvement, a notice shall be 
published, headed: 
"Notice of Public Improvement;" stating when the 


resolution was adopted by the City Commission, and setting forth tj»e nature 
and extent of the contemplated public improvement, including any change 
of street grade that is to be made, what part of the cost thereof should be 
assessed against the property to be especially benefited thereby, and what 
water, gas or other street connection is to be made. 
No resolution declar- 


ing it necessary to proceed with any public improvement shall be adopted 
until complete plans, specifications, profiles and estimates have been sub- 
mitted to the •City Commission and been approved by it; and the same, or a 
copy thereof, shall thereafter remain on file in the office of the City Manager 
subject to inspection by the public. 


Section 27. 
ORDINANCES DETERMINING TO PROCEED WITH 


PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS: As to an ordinance determining to proceed with 
the improvement a notice shall be published headed: "Notice of Determine- 
ton to Proceed with Public Improvement," stating when the City Commis- 
sion adopted the ordinance, describing the character and extent ot the im- 
provement in general terms, and setting forth within what time assessments 
on property especially benefited may be paid In cash and for what period 
and. at what interest bonds will be issued for that portion of the assessment 


BONDING ORDINANCE, NOTICE OF: 
In regard to an 
ordinance to provide for the issue of bonds, a notice shall be published 
headed: 
"Notice of Bond Issue for Public Improvement," stating when the 


City Commission adopted the same, describing the improvement in general 
terms, and stating the total amount of bonds to be issued, in what denomin- 
ation, when maturing, and how to he dated and numbered, the rate of inter- 
est, when and where payable, and the lowest price at which any portion of 
>such bonds, not taken by the sinking fund of the City, will be offered at 
public sale. 


Whenever practicable, notices of the same character requiring to be 


published regarding separate improvements shall be combined into one notice 
under a single heading. 


Section 29 
MODE OF PUBLICATION:

"COMMISSION-MANAGER PLAN" 
CHARTER PRESENTED TO VOTERS 


TO THE PROPERTY OWNERS AND VOTERS OF NEW SMYRNA: 


Your Charter Board, elected by you on April 17th last, in accordance 


with Chapter 6940, Laws of Florida, Acts of 1915, now presents for your 
earnest consideration a proposed new Charter for our City. 
This Charter 
is the result of our best thought and effort expended during almost seven 
weeks of the most painstaking research and work. 
It contains many of 


the most salient features of Charters of many of the best and most econom- 
ically governed cities and towns. 


Your Charter Board has taken great care to keep always in mind that 
our City is not so large or so wealthy as many other cities; that those who 
must bear the cost of our municipal government are, for the most part, so 
situated in life that they must earn their living and the money with which 
to pay their taxes by working long hours at their various trades, professions, 
occupations and places of business, and that the people of our City are al- 
ready heavily burdened with various special taxes and bond issues. 


Your Charter Board also recognized the fact that, not through the in- 


dividual shortcomings of those worthy citizens who arc now, or have here- 
tofore been in charge of our City government, but by reason of the faults 
and limitations of our present C'ity Charter, our tax payers are not enjoying 
the economy anil efficiency of municipal government to which they are en- 
titled; nor has our City had that degree of civic progress-, the foundation of 
•which nature has so abundantly bestowed, and tor which her progressive cit- 
izens have so earnestly striven. 


The crying need of improving upon our present form of City government 


must be apparent lo all of our people. 
Those who have made an extensive 
study of the subject of municipal government almost unanimously agree that 
the best results are obtained by placing the executive afi'ars of the City directly 
in the hands of one man trained in the science of C'ity Management, who is 
required to devote his full time to "Ins duties, and who is made directly re- 
sponsible (or economy and efficiency; in other words, the "Commission-Man- 
ager Plan" Charter. 


Your Charter Board now presents for your ratification or rejection a 


"Commibsion-Manager Plan'' Charter, in which we have earnestly endeavored 
to incorporate Mich provisions as will, in our opinion, guarantee a more 
economical and efficient administration of the affairs of our City. 
""" By the adoption of this Charter, we believe the City will be able to get 
one hundred cents in value for every dollar of taxes and that the burden of 
taxation -will be more justly distributed. 


Some of its chief advantages may be briefly mentioned as follows: 
1. It establishes a simple, direct and business-like form of government. 
2. It makes elective officers responsible to public opinion by means of 


the initiative and referendum. 


3. It Creates a singlc-hoailed administrative establishment, and this ad- 


ministrative unity makes for harmony between departments, since all are sub- 
ject to a common head. 


4. It insures cx]Kirtne«"! In administration at the point where it is most 


valuable, namely: at the head. 
t 


a. It takes politics out of City atfain bv limiting the number of persons 


to be voted tor each year to a single Ic'gNIativp oflicer; thus enabling the 
community to center on the best material available. 


6. It affords to capable men the opportunity of holding office during 


good behavior, plus tending to the development of trained public servants. 


'7. It furnishes, through the recall, a simple method of removing in- 


efficient or corrupt officials. 


8. It secures full publicity of official acts, yet eliminates wasteful 


methods of legal advertising. 


9. It prohibits candidates from soliciting office by improper methods. 
10. It provides for the adoption of a "Civic Plan" for New Smyrna 


thus insuring future improvements and civic development along definite am 
comprehensive lines, and toward the accomplishment of a general plan de 
vised by expert opinion and previously approved and adopted by the people 
of the ,City. 


11. It creates a purchasing department which will effect great saving 


in the purchase of supplies. 


12. It safeguards the City In franchise matters. 
13. It affords a means for avoiding much unnecessary tearing up o 
streets for service connections. " 


14. It corrects our faulty system of taxation; affording a means foi 


equalizing the same and for increasing the recorded taxable values while re 
duclng the millagc levied. 


15. It provides the means whereby the people of any locality within th 


City may, by their own initiative, obtain needed improvements which will 
specially benefit their property. 


16. Through the initiative it provides a simple and easy method of di- 


rect legislation whenever necessity demands It. 


17. It recognizes the people as the sole source of governmental power 


and imposes upon each member of the community the duty and responsibility 
of actively interesting himself in the affairs of the City. 


The form of City government proposed under the Charter which IB sub- 


mitted herewith is what is known as the "Commission-Manager Plan," and', 
that it may be more thoroughly understood. Its organization and the distri- 
bution ot Its functions are briefly outlined in the following diagrams:

Another ruler was pushed off his 


throne lust week, and another nation 
T>robably added to those in active con- 
flict with the central powers. This 
time It Is Constantine I, king of the 
Hellenes, who has lost his crown. Af- 
ter diplomatic Intriguing and opeu 
quarrels that had been going on ever 
since the war started, he was forced 
by the allies to abdicate, and his eld- 
cot son, the crown prince, was barred 
from the succession because of his pro- 
Oerman 
proclivities. 
Constantlne, 


however, was allowed to preserve his 
dynasty, at least for the present, by 
nominating his second son, Alexander; 
as his successor. 


The abdication of the king was 


brought about by Senator lonnart of 
France, who went to (Greece empow- 
ered by the allies to settle finally the 
position of that country in the war 
He Informed Premier Znimls that 
troops were at his disposal to carry 
out his decisions, but appealed to the 
premier, to use his Influence toward a 
peaceful arrangement. After consult- 
ing the crown council, the king decid- 
ed to quit, and his abdication was an- 
nounced on Tuesday morning. Both 
Constantlne and the former crown 
prince have left Greece already. 


May Mean Much to Allies. 


If Greece now decides to participate 


actively In the war, she can throw into 
the field an army of 500,000 men, well 
trained but not sufficiently equipped. 


Venlzclos, the former premier and 


consistent opponent of Constantlne's 
war policy, has back of him 100,000 
men, and though the army In general 
was loyal to the ex-king, It Is predicted 
the entire fighting force of the nation 
will now take up arms against the 
Teutonic powers and Turkey. 
This 


might bring about a decided change In 
the Balkan situation. With the Greeks 
acting with the allies from the south 
and the reorganized Roumanian arm; 
and possibly the Russians striking 
from the north, the line of communi- 
cations between Germany and Turk?? 
might wejl be cut and the Turks forced 
to sue for peace. 


Alexander, the new king of Greece, 


who Is twenty-four years old, took the 
oath on Wednesday. It Is reasonable 
to suppose he will act In accord with 
the allies, for he has kept free from a!) 
pro-German activities and seems to be 
acceptable to M. Jonnnrt. In fact, he 
cannot do much otherwise, for the en- 
tente forces promptly seized control 
of all of Greece. 
Professedly, their 


aim 1» the restoration of the constitu- 
tional government of that country. It 
was stated semiofficially In Washington 
that the United States bad not taken 
any part in the deposing of Constan- 
tlne and had not boon consulted by the 
entente powers. This emphasizes the 
fact that we are allies of those powers 
In war, but not necessarily In diplo- 
macy. 


The purpose of the allies was not ac- 


complished entirely without bloodshed. 
A Greek colonel at Larlssa fired on 
French cavalry, killing two officers 
•nd four private*. In the brief fight 
that ensued 60 Greek soldiers were 
killed and 320, Including 51 officers, 
were taken prisoner.

This not 
only Is most desirable from an econo- 
mic point of view, but is conclusive 
evidence that the entire nation Is back- 
ing the government In the conflict 
against despotism. It was only neces- 
sary that the people should be awak- 
ened to the real situation, and this was 
done w Ith energy and efficiency by tile 
press and 1» innumerable speakers 
throughout the land. 


Renewed Hope for Russia. 


Hope and despair concerning Russia 


nlteiniitvl) take IMSsession of the al- 
lies. Just now it is the turn of hope 
and there lt> a real prospect that Hie 
n«\\ republic not only can be prevented 
from making separate peace with the 
Teutons, but muy even he restored us 
a potent militar} factor. Minister of 
War Kerensky is succeeding to some 
extent in re-establishing discipline in 
the army, and an Incident on the Kou- 
nianluu front, when three mutinous 
regiments were forced to uncondition- 
al surrender by n large number of loyal 
troops showed that most of the soldiers 
are disposed to h'ick up the provision- 
al government. The All-Russian coun- 
cil of peasants, furthermore, passed by 
a vote of 1,000 to 4 a resolution to cut 
off food supplies from Kronstadt if the 
town did not Immediately loin Its rev- 
olutionary forces to those of Russlifli 


! democracy, and demanding that the 
I government at once force the absolute 


submission of Kronstudt. 


President Wilson's note to Russia, 


defining America's war alms, was re- 
ceived with much satisfaction every- 
where except by the radical Russian 
socialists and In Germany, and was 
promptly followed by one from Great 
Brltiiln which virtually stated that Mr. 
Wilson had spoken for his entente al- 
lies. Of course the Interpretation of 
the phrase "peace without annexa- 
tions" Is still a stumbling block, for 
Great Britain, France and Italy take 
the position that the restoration of 
"stolen" lands, such as Alsace-Lor- 
raine, Italiu Irredenta and other re- 
gions, must not be considered as annex- 
ations. The Hoot commission, which 
had a triumphant trip across Siberia, 
Is counted on to do a great deal toward 
bringing Russia to the scratch again, 
and at this writing it really looks as 
though she will not yield to the blan- 
dishments of the kalsersand his social- 
ist and pacifist emissaries. The great 
change in Greece also Is looked upon 
us likely to influence Russia because 
of the effect it Is sure to have on the 
Bnlkun situation. 


The very weakness of 'the Russian 


provisional government has caused the 
German conservatlsts to abandon hope 
of persuading Russia to a separate 
peace, for as Herr Heydebrand, their 
leader, says, such a course would he 
futile unless the government were 
strong enough to combat the allies 
Russia would be forsaking. 


Mr. Root and his colleagues and also 


the American railway engineering com- 
mission reached Petrograd on Wednes- 
day. On the same day the Russian 
mission to the United States landed at 
a Pacific coast port and started for 
Washington. It is headed by Boris A. 
Bakhmctlcft* as special ambassador. 


General Perilling in France. 


General Pershlug and his staff, after 


several days of work and entertain- 
ment In I»mloii, crossed over into 
France and were enthusiastically re- 
ceived In both Boulogne and Paris 
The M hereabouts of his expeditionary 
force—called by the Germnn press an 
American army bluff—had not been an- 
nounced at the time of writing. 


There were two significant develop- 


ments on the battle fronts of Europe. 
Tin- Italians, resting for the present 
from their advance on Trieste, made 
a vigorous attack on the Austrian* in 
the Trentlno, gaining some Important 
posts and again threatening Trent. On 
the Belgian front near the seacoast 
there was great activity by the artil- 
lery, seeming to Indicate the Intention 
of the allies to try for a push In that 
region toward Ostend and Zeebrugge. 
The British made secure their gains of 
hvtt week and advanced farther east 
and northeast of Messlnes, while the 
French repulsed nil attacks farther to 
th» south. The allies seem to have 
adopted a new plan In France, making 
each drive a battle complete In Itself; 
they have demonstrated, they fed, that 
the German military power can be 
crushed, and the speed with which this 
I* to be done depends lurfely on Ura 
•Id given by th* United State*.

Murderous Air Raid on London. 


The Germans on Wednesday made 


another of their murderous and useless 
airplane raids on London, dropping 
quantities of bombs mostly on 
the 


East end. Ninety-seven persons were 
killed and -437 wounded. Among the 
dead were 10 women and 26 children. 
The raiders were soon driven off by 
British aviators and anti-aircraft can- 
non. 
It is a wonder that these repeat- 


ed raids do not drive the British to 
reprisal on some of the unfortified 
cities of Germany. 


The weekl> report of the British ad- 


miniltj showed 38 liritish vessels sunk 
by submarines, the largest number for 
five weeks, but still far below the mark 
set b\ the Germans as necessary for 
the stjmation of England. Among the 
victims of U-lfoats reported during the 
week were the American steamship 
Petrolite, the Lev-land liner Anglian 
and the South Atlantic liner Sequana. 
The hist named was carrying Senega- 
lese troops and 100 men v» ere lost. An 
American steamship on arrival at an 
Atlantic port reported that she had 
rammed und sunk a German subma- 
rine. 


In congress the conference report on 


the army and navy deficiency, aPP™- 


prlatlon bill was accepted and this 
greatest of war hudgcts, carrying $3,- 
500,000,000 was Bent to the president 
for his approval. The administration 
food control bill came up for discus- 
slon In the senate and was bitterly 
attacked by Senator Reed of Missouri 
and others because of the power It 
proposes to lodge In a "food dictator" 
or some other agency selected by the 
president.

criticized Herbert C. Hoover, whom 
Mr. Wilson has selected as bead of the 
food control agency.

Five Reason* Why Excessive Taxes a

How was the figure of $1,800,000000 


arrived at? The answer is simple When 
the Secretary of the Treasury came t 
estimate the additional war expense 
for the year 191718, he calculated tba 
they would amount to some $0,600, 
000,000, of which $3,000,000,000 was ti 
be allotted to the allies, and $3600, 
000,000 was to be utilized tor the do 
mestlc purposes 
Thinking tbat 1 


would be a fan- proposition to divld 
this latter sum between loans and 
taxes, he concluded that the amoua 
to be raised by taxes was $1,800,000. 
000 


There are two extreme theories, each 


of which may be dismissed with scant 
courtesy Tbe one Is that all war ex 
pendltures should be defrayed by loans 
and the other is that all war expendl 
tures should be defrayed by taxes 
Each theory is untenable 


It Is Indeed true that the burdens of 


tbe war should be borne In1 the pres

Meeting nil wiir expenses by taxation 


makes the taxpayers in one or two 
yeais bear the liurdin of benefits that

In the second place, when exj^endi 


tures approach the Rijtantic sums of 
present-day warfare the tax-only pol 
icy would require more (Imn the total 
surplus of social income 
\\ere this 


Absolutely necessary, the ensuing hav 
oc In the economic life of the communi- 
ty would ha\e to lie endured 
Bui 


where the disasters are so great and 
at the same time so unnecessary, the 
tax-only policy may be declared im 
practicable 


Secretary McAdoo had the right in- 


stinct and highly commendable cour 
age in deciding that a substantial l«Jr 
tlon, at least, of the revenues should 
be derived from taxation 
But when 


he hit upon the plan of fiO 50 jior cent, 
that is, of raising one half of all do- 
mestic war e\]ieii<]itiires by taxes, the 
question arises whether he did not go

The relative proportion of loans to 


taxes is after all a purely business 
proposition

In considering the apportionment o> 


the extraordinary burden of taxes hi 
war times certain scientific principles 
are definitely established- 


Hew Taxe* Should Be Apportioned. 
(1) The burden of taxes must be 


spread a* far a* possible over tbe 
whole community to a* to cause each 
Individual to (bare In the sacrifice* ac- 
cording to hi* ability to pay and ac- 
cording to hi* share In the Government 


(2) Taxes on consumption, which are 


necessarily borne by tbe community a 
large, should be imposed a* far as pos- 
sible on articles of quasl-luxury rather 
than on those of necessity 


(3) Excises should be imposed a* fai 


as possible upon commodities hi the 
hands of the final consumer rathe 
than upon the articles which serve prl 
marily as raw material for further 
production 


(4) Taxes upon business should be 


imposed as far as possible upon net 
earnings rather than upon gross re- 
ceipts or capital invested 


(5) Taxes upon income which wil 


necessarily be severe should be both 
differentiated and graduated Tbat Is 
there should be a distinction between 
earned and unearned Incomes and there 
should be a higher rate upon the larger 
incomes 
It is essential, however, uoi 


to make the Income rate so excessive 
as to lead to evasion, administrative 
difficulties, or to the more fundaments 
objections which have been urged 
above 


(6) The excess profits which are due 


to the war constitute tbe most obvious 
and reasonable source of revenue dur 
big war times But the principle upon 
which these war profit taxes are laid 
must be equitable in theory and easily 
calculable In practice 


The Proposed Income Tax. 


Tbe additional income tax as passei 


by the Bouse runs up to a rate of 00 
per cent This Is a sum unheard of in 
tbe history of civilized society It mus 
be remembered that It was only after 
tbe first year of (he war tbat Great 
Britain increased her income tax to tbe 
maximum of 34 per cent, and that 
even now In the fourth year of the war 
the Income tax does not exceed 42% 
per cent 


It could easily be shown tbat a tax 


with rates on moderate Incomes sub- 
stantially less than In Great Britain, 
and on the larger incomes about aa 
high, would yield only slightly less than 
tbe $532,000,000 originally estimated hi 
the House bill 


It t* to be hoped that the Senate will 


reduce tbe total rate on the highest in- 
comes to 34 per cent or at most to 40 
per cent, and that at the same time It 
will reduce the rate on the smaller In 
comes derh ed from personal or profes- 
sional earnings 


If the war continues we shall have to 


depend more and more upon the in 
come tax. By imposing excessive rates 
now we are not only endangering the 
future, but are inviting all manner of 
difficulties which even Great Britain 
ha« been able to escape 


Conclusion.

SCOUTS ASJJFE SAVERS

The most common element In acci- 


dents is preventabillty. The careless- 
ly thrown match, the day-dream on the 
TBllroad track, the mind which wanders 
from the hand upon the lever, the fool 
-who rocks tbe boat—these are they 
-who keep the surgeon and the under- 
taker and the dealer in artificial limbs 
-working overtime. 


Boy Scouts are taught to foresee and 


-prevent accidents. 
When a boy i 


taught anything he is ever on the alert 
to use his knowledge. The result of 
the scout training is shown in a re- 
markable way in the records of the 
national court ot honor. 


There are about 170,000 scouts iff 


the United States, most of whom go 
on a hike at least once a week through- 
out the year and camp out for a week 
•or more every summer. It would be 
natural to expect that with this num- 
ber of boys, all of the most reckless 
age, climbing trees and hills, cutting 
wood and building fires, the number 
of serious and fatal accidents would 
be large. Not so. The national court 
of honor, which awards medals to 
scouts who risk their lives In saving 
-others is called upon to consider only 
three or four cases a month and in 
most of these the person rescued is not 
4t scout 


In most of these cases the rescue 


Is due not only to the presence of mind 
and heroism of the scout, but also to 
bis foresight in providing himself with 
•equipment for use in an emergency 
and his diligence in learning the meth- 
ods by which rescues may be effected. 


A scout who was thoughtful enough 


to carry a coll of rope at his belt when 
he went skating saved a boy who 
troke through the Ice. One of the 
youngest scouts saved a child from 
bleeding to death from an artery se- 
vered by a piece of broken china on a 
beach. His scoutmaster had taught 
lilm how to apply a tourniquet, uslog 
« handkerchief and a stick. During 
the reunion of the veterans of the war 
of the states at Gettysburg, at tha re- 
view in Washington in 1915, and on 
-inuny other occasions where enormous 
•crowds have assembled, the scouts 
have saved many from the affects of 
heat exhaustion, by being on the spot 
with restoratives and a knowledge of 


| the means of quickly Undlng medical 
aid. Many a scout has gone to the as- 
sistance of a drowning person, released 
himself from a death grip, fought his 
way to safety with a load heavier than 
his own weight and, at tbe point of 
exhaustion, has been obliged to apply 
artificial respiration while a crowd of 
able-bodied men and women looked on, 
unable to do anything because of their 
ignorance of • few simple but vital 
rules, 


A community which falls to protect 


Itself against calamity by developing 
the latent power in its boy population 
deserves the same fate as the man who 
goes without fire and accident and 
health insurance. 


SCOUT CHARACTERISTICS. ' 


They do at least one good turn every 


day. 


They consider a strange boy a 


friend, not someone to tease or fight. 


Their motto is "Be Prepared," which 


means to them prepared to help oth- 
ers.

Some people predict egg prices at a 
ollar or more a dozen. 
Prices re- 


ported from Europe are almost un- 
believable. No one can tell what the 
prices of eggs and poultry will be 
next fall and winter. 


Whenever eggs have reached 60 


cents a dozen in the United States 
the last four years, egg boycotts have 
starttd. If eggs should go to predict- 
ed high prices it is not possible to say 
what the demand would be, but at 
such prices it is likely to be limited. 
However, it is not likely that eggs 
will become a drug on the market at 
any price. 


The trend of egg prices would in- 


dicate that it is well for Florida farm- 


to raise good flocks of layers re- 


gardless of present high feed prices. 
Grass and greens are plentiful and 
can be used liberally in reducing the 
cost of production. It is a little dif- 
ficult to carry 
late-hatched 
chicks 


through 
the rainy season without 


some losses, but Florida's - mild cli- 
mate should encourage the hatching' 
of chicks the year round. Prices for 
them this year will offset some of the 
losses.

afy two members of the City Commission, or City Manager, may call special 
meetings of the City Commission upon at least twelve hours written notice to 
each member, served personally, or left at his usual place of residence. 
All meetings of the City Commission and of the committees thereof shall 
be public and any citizen shall have access to the minutes and records there- 
of at all reasonable times. The City Commission shall 'determine its own 
rules and order of business and shall keep a journal ot its proceedings. 


Section 21. 
PENALTY FOR ABSENCE: 
Absence from four con- 


secutive regular meetings of the City Commission shall operate to vacate the 
•eat ot a member, unless such absence Is excused by the City Commission, by 
resolution setting forth the fact of such excuse, duly entered upon the 
Journal. 


Section 22. 
LEGISLATIVE PROCEEOURE: 
A majority ot all mem 


ben elected to the City Commission shall constitute a quorum but a less 
number may adjourn from day to day and compel the attendance of absent 
members in such a manner and under such penalties as may be prescribed 
by ordinance. 
The affirmative ot two members shall be necessary to adopt 


any ordinance or resolution and the passage of all ordinances and resolutions 
shall be taken by "yeas" and "nays" and entered upon the journal. 
Section 23. 
ORDINANCE ENACTMENT: 
Every proposed ordinance 


or resolution shall be introduced In written or printed form and shall not 
contain more than one subject, which shall be clearly stated in the title; 
but general appropriation ordinances may contain tbe various subjects and 
accounts tor which moneys are to be appropriated. 
The enacting clause 


of all ordinances shall be: "Be It enacted by the people of ths City of.New 
Smyrna, Florida." 
No ordinance, unless It shall be an emergency measure, 


shall be passed until It shall have been read at two regular meetings, not 
less than one week apart, or unless the requirement of such reading has 
been dispensed with by unanimous vote of the City Commission. 


Section 24. 
EMERGENCY MEASURES: 
All ordinances and resolu- 


tions passed by the City Commission shall become effective thirty days from 
the date thereof, except, that the City Commission may, by unanimous vote, 
pass emergency measures to take effect at the time stated therein. 
An 


emergency measure is an ordinance or resolution for the immediate preser- 
vation of public peace, property, health or safety, or providing for the usual 
daily operation of a municipal department, in which the emergency is set 
forth and defined in a preamble thereto 
Ordinances appropriating money 


may be passed as an emergency measure, but no measure making a grant, 
renewal or extension of a franchise or other special privilege, or regulating 
the rate to be charged for its services by any public utility, shall ever be 
so passed. 


Section 25. 
RECORD AND PUBLICATION: 
Every ordinance or 
_______ . 


resolution shall, upon its final passage, be recorded in a book kept for that 
purpose and shall be authenticated by the signatures of the presiding officer 
and the clerk 
of 
the 
City Commission. 
Every ordinance of a 


general or 
permanent 
nature 
shall 
be published once 
within 
ten 


days after its final 
then the preamble 
sball be published.

Resolutions and ordinances providing for public im- 


provements, to pay the cost of which 'special assessments are to be made, 
need not be published, but within ten days after their passage a notice shall 
be published as hereinafter provided, the same being in addition to the notice 
required to be served on property holders. 


Section 26. 
NOTICES OF PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS: 
As to a reso- 


lution declaring the necessity for a proposed improvement, a notice shall be 
published, headed: 
"Notice of Public Improvement;" stating when the 


resolution was adopted by the City Commission, and setting forth tpe nature 
and extent of the contemplated public improvement, including any change 
of street grade that is to be made, what part of the cost thereof should be 
assessed against the property to be especially benefited thereby, and what 
water, gas or other street connection is to be made. 
No resolution declar- 


ing it necessary to proceed with any public improvement shall be adopted 
until complete plauti, specifications, profiles and estimates have been sub- 
mitted to the-City Commission and been approved by it; and the same, or a 
copy thereof, shall thereafter remain on file in the office of the City Manager 
subject to inspection by the public. 


Section 27. 
ORDINANCES DETERMINING TO PROCEED WITH 


PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS: As to an ordinance determining to proceed with 
the Improvement, a notice shall be published beaded: "Notice of Determine- 
ton to Proceed with Public Improvement," stating when the City Commis- 
sion adopted the ordinance, describing the character and extent ot the im- 
provement in general terms, and setting forth within what time assessments 
on property especially benefited may be paid In cash and for what period 
and, at what interest bonds will be issued for that portion of the assessment 


required to do so by resolution of the City Commission, he shall prosecute 
and defend for and in behalf of the City, all complaints, suits and contro- 
versies in which the City is a party. 
He shall furnish the City Commission, 


the City Manager, the head ot any department, or any officer or board not 
Included in any department, bis opinion on any question of law relating to 
their respective powers and duties. 


Section 36. 
OTHER DUTIES: 
In addition to the duties specifically 


Imposed" under 
the proceeding section he shall perform such other pro- 


fessional duties as may be required 6f him by ordinance or resolution of 
the City Commission, or at prescribed for City Attorneys under the general 
laws of the State and which are not inconsistent with this Charter and wltb 
any ordinance or resolution which may be passed by the City Commission. 


Section 37. 
QUALIFICATIONS: 
The City Attorney shall be a lawyer 


of at least five yean' experience, admitted to and having authority to prac- 
tice In all courts of the State. 


Section 38. 


MUNICIPAL JUDGE 


MUNICIPAL JUDGE: 
There shall be and there is here- 


by established In the City of New Smyrna a Municipal Court to be known 
as the "Municipal Court of the City ot New Smyrna, Florida." tor the trial 
of all offenders against the municipal ordinances. 
Such Court shall be 


presided over by a Municipal Judge who shall be appointed by and serve 
during- the pleasure of the City Commission. 
In case of absence or disability 


of the Municipal Judge, the County Judge or a Justice ot the Peace may per- 
form the functions of the Municipal Judge. 
Sessions of the Municipal Court 


may be held daily except Sundays and holidays. 


Section 39. 
POWERS: 
The Municipal Judge shall have power by his 


warrants to have brought before him any person or persons charged with the 
violation of City ordinances, and shall have exclusive original jurisdiction 
over all proceedings of a criminal nature for the violation of any ordinances 
of the City. 
In the proper exercise of the functions of the Municipal Court 


within its jurisdiction as herein defined, the Municipal Judge shall have 
power and is authorized to have Issued and cause to be served any and all 
writs and processes such as are issued and used by justices of the peace in 
the State of Florida, and the police of the City of New 
Smyrna are 


authorized and it is made their duty to execute and serve any and all euch 
writs and processes issued out of tbe said Munclpal Court by the Municipal 
Judge, and to make proper return upon the same to such Court in the manner 
as is required of constables and sheriffs in the execution of similar papers. 
The Municipal Judge shall have power and authority to take ball for the 
appearance of en accused person, to require the attendance ot witnesses for 
the City and for the accused person, to administer oaths, take affidavits, 
and to inquire into the truth or falsity of all charges preferred, to decide on 
:he guilt or innocence of the accused, and to fix and -to impose such penalties 
by sentence as are prescribed and provided for under the ordinances of the 
:ity. and to have all powers incidental and usual to the due enforcement of 
such City ordinances. 


Section 40. 
JUDGMENTS AND APPEALS: 
All persons convicted in 


he Municipal Court shall forthwith pay all fines and costs assessed against 
them and In default of payment thereof, may be committed to prison; pro- 
vided, that if such persons shall appeal within three days from the judgment 
of the Court, they shall be released upon entering into bond with good and 
sufficient security double the amount of fine and costs which have been 
assessed them, conditioned that they appear before the court to which the 
:ause is appealed and to abide and perform the judgment thereof; such bond

FIRE FORCE: 
The fire force of the City shall consist 


of a Chief, who shall be fire warden, and as many 'subordinate officers, fire- 
men and employes as the City Commission shall, by ordinance, determine. 
Tbe Fire Cbief shall have exclusive'control of the stationing and transfer 
of all firemen and other officers and employes of the fire force subject to 
such rules and regulations as may be prescribed by the City Manager or 
by ordinance of the City; he shall bare exclusive management and control 
of such officers and employes as may be employed In the administration 
of the affairs of his force. 
In case of Hot, conflagration or like emergency, 


the City Manager may appoint additional firemen for temporary service. 
The Fire Chief shall have the right to suspend any officer or employe of the 
fire force because of incompetency, neglect of duty, drunkenness, failure 
to obey orders given by proper, authority or tor any other just and reason- 
able cause, and he shall Immed&tely report tbe fact ot such suspension to 
the City Manager for final action. 


Section 66. 
PUBLIC WELFARE AND IMPROVEMENTS: 
The City 


Manager shall manage and control all charitable and correctional institutions 
and agencies of the City, enforce all laws, ordinances and regulations ret 
ative to the preservation and promotion of public health, shall manage or 
inspect water, lighting, heating, power and transportation enterprises ot tho 
City; shall manage and control the use, construction, improvement, repair 
and maintenance ot all recreation facilities ot the City, including parks, 
playgrounds and public gymnasiums, bath houses and social centers; he shall 
manage and supervise all public improvements, works and undertakings ot 
the City, except as otherwise provided in this Charter; he shall have charge 
of the construction, improvement, repair and maintenance of streets, side- 
walks, alleys, lanes, bridges, 'viaducts, aqueducts, public highways, sewers, 
drains, ditches, culverts, streams, water courses, and all public buildings; 
he shall manage and control market houses, crematories, sewerage disposal 
plants and farms, and he shall enforce all the obligations of privately 
owned or operated public utilities which are enforceable by tlie City; he 
shall have charge of the making and preservation ot all surveys, maps, 
plans, drawings and estimates for such public work; the cleaning, sprinkling 
and lighting of streets and public places; the collection and disposal of 
wastes; the preservation of tools and appliances belonging to the City and 
pertaining to the functions of its several departments, and shall perform 
all the duties of Director of Public Works.

ACCOUNT OF EACH FUND:

moneys paid into the City Depository, delivering the original receipt to the 
person paying the same and retaining the duplicate to be turned over to the 
City Auditor and Clerk at the time of his monthly settlement with that

MONEYS 
RECEIVED ON

ASSESSMENTS: 
All moneys received on account of any special assess 


ment shall be held by the City Depository as a special fund from which pay 
ment shall be made only on account of the improvement for which such

and the creation of such park and boulevard system as may be deemed ad- 
visable. 
The City plans proposed by such City Plan Board, when adopted 


by vote of the electors of the Oity in such manner as may be prescribed by 
ordinance, shall constitute the plan to be followed by the municipality and 
its officers in the permanent improvement and development of the City of 
New Smyrna until modified or amended at some subsequent election, and all 
expenditures ot funds tor permanent improvements shall be restricted to 
such purposes as are contemplated under the plans ot the City Plan Board 
which may have been Reproved and adopted as herein provided for. 
Mem- 
bers of the City Commission and the City Manager shall be ex-offlcio mem- 
bers of the City Plan Board. 
Section 80. 
CITY PLAN FUND: 
Authority is hereby given for the 
creation of a fund to be known as the "City Plan Fund," and which may be 
raised by a tax levy to be made during the year 1818 as other taxes 
«re levied, ot not exceeding three mills on the dollar, but no further levy or 
-payment into such fund shall be made by the City.

*hall be held by the City Depository as are all other public funds, but may be 
disbursed at the order ot the City Plan Board, and. shall remain 'available un- 
til expended.

tion once in a newspaper of general circulation In the City as to all the per- 
sons who cannot bo personally served.

CHARTER PRESENTED TO VOTERS 


TO THE PROPERTY OWNERS AND VOTERS OF NEW SMYRNA: 


Your Charter Board, elected by you on April 17th last, in accordance 


»rith Chapter 6940, Laws of Florida, Acts of 1915, now presents for your 
earnest consideration a proposed new Charter for our City. 
This Charter 


is the result of our best thought and effort expended during almost seven 
weeks of the most painstaking research and work. 
It contains many of 


the most salient features of Charters of many of the best and most econom- 
ically governed cities and towns. 


Your Charter Board has taken great care to keep always in mind that 


our City is not so large or so wealthy as many other cities; that those who 
must bear the cost of our municipal government are, for the most part, so 
situated in life that they must earn their living and the money with which 
to pay their taxes by working long hours at their various trades, professions, 
occupations and places of business, and that the people of our City are al- 
ready heavily burdened with various special taxes and bond issues. 


Your Charter Board also recognized the tact that, not through the in- 


dividual shortcomings of those worthy citizens who arc now, or have here- 
tofore been in charge of our Citv government, but by reason of the faults 
and limitations of our present City Charter, our tax payers are not enjoying 
the economy and efficiency of municipal government to which they are en- 
titled; nor has our City had thai degree of civic progress the foundation of 
•which nature has so abundantly bestowed, and tor which her progressive cit- 
izens have s,o carne«tlv striven. 


The crving need of improving upon our present form of City government 


must be apparent to all ot our p»ople. 
Those who have made an extensive 


study 01 the subject of municipal government almo-t unanimously agree that 
the best results arc obtained bv placing the executive afiars of the City directly 
in the hands of one man trained in the science of City Management, who is 
required *.o devote his lull time to'his duties, and who is made directly re- 
sponsible lor economy and efficiency; in other words, the "Commission-Man- 
ager Plan" Charter. 


Your Charter Board now presents for your ratification or rejection a 


"Commission-Manager Plan'' Charter, in which we have earnestly endeavored 
to incorporate such provisions as will, in our opinion, guarantee a more 
economical and efficient administration of the affairs of our City. 
""""By the adoption of this Charter, we believe the City will be able to get 
one hundred cents in value for every dollar of taxes and that the burden of 
taxation -will bo more justly distributed. 


Some of its chief advantages may be briefly mentioned as follows: 
1. It establishes a simple, direct and business-like form of government. 
2. It makes elective officers responsible to public opinion by means of 


the initiative and referendum. 


3. It Creates a single-headed administrative establishment, and this ad- 


ministrative; unity makis lor harmony between departments, since all are sub- 
ject to a common head. 


4. It insures e\pcrtne«s in administiation at the point where it is most 


valuable, namely: at the head.

o. It takes politics out of Cilv allair' bv limiting the number of persons 


to be voted tor each year to a single legislative oflicer; thus enabling the 
community to center on the best material available. 


6. It affords to capable men the opportunity of holding office during 


good behavior, plus tending to the development of trained public servants,.

GENERAL DESCRIPTION: 
The form of Government oE 


the City of New Smyrna provided for under this Charter shall be that known 
as the "Commission-Manager Plan" and the City Commission shall consist of 
three citizens, who shall be elected at large in the manner hereinafter pro- 
vided. 
The City Commission shall constitute the Governing Body with 


powers hereinafter provided to pass ordinances, adopt regulations, and ap- 
point a Chief Administrative Officer to be known as the "City Manager" and; 
to exercise all other powers hereinafter provided. 


THE CITY COMMISSION 


Section 9. 
CREATION OF COMMISSION: 
There is hereby created 


a Citj 
Commission to consist of three electors of the City elected at large- 


who shall hold 
office 
for three >ears; 
provided 
that at the first elec- 


tion held under this Charter the candidate having the largest vote shall serve 
three years, the one having the next highest number ol votes for two years, 
and the one having the third highest number of votes for one year, and. 
at each annual election thereafter, one Commissioner shall be voted for. 
Vacancies in the City Commission shall be filled by tho City Commission for 
the remainder of the unexpfrecl term, but any vacancies resulting trom a 
recall election shall be filled m the manner hereinafter provided for such 
cases. 


. Section 10. 
POWERS: 
All powers of the City except such as are 


vested in the jurisdiction of a Municipal Court and except as otherwise 
provided by this Charter, or by the Constitution of the State, are hereby 
vested in the«City Commission; and, except as otherwise provided by thie 
Charter, or by the Constitution of the State, the City Commission may, by 
ordinance or resolution prescribe the manner in which any power of the City 
shall be exercised. 
Neither the City Commission nor any of its members 


shall dictate the appointment of any person to office or employment by the 
City Manager, or in any manner prevent the City Manager from exercising his 
own judgment in selecting the personnel of his administration. The City Com- 
mission and its members shall deal with the administrative service solely 
through the City Manager and neither the City Commission nor any member 
thereof shall give orders to, nor make requests of, any of the subordinates 
of the City Manager, either publicly or privately. 
Any such dictation, - 


orders, requests or other Interference upon the part of a member of the City 
Commission with the administration of the City shall constitute a misde- 
meanor and upon conviction thereof before a court of competent jurisdiction, 
any member of the City Commission so convicted shall be fined not ex- 
ceeding two hundred dollars, or be imprisoned not exceeding six months, 
or both, at the discretion of the court, and shall be removed from office. 


Section 11. 
QUALIFICATION OF MEMBERS: 
Members of the City 


Commission shall be residents of the City and have the qualifications of elec- 
tors and thall be taxpayers on real and personal property within the City 
limits. 
Ofhcers and employes of the City shall not hold any other public 


off.ro. exc opt as Notaries Public. and shall not be interested in tho profits or 
emoluments of any contract.'work or service for the municipality, and any 
such contract in which any officer or omploje is, or may become interested, 
shall bo declared void by the City Commission. 


Section 12 
CANVASS BY CANDIDATES FOR COMMISSION, PRO- 


HIBITED: 
.\'o candidate lor the office of City Commission shall make any 


personal canvass among the voters to securo his nomination or election 
or the nomination or election of any other candidate in the same election, 
lie may cause notice of his candidacy to be published in the newspapers and 
may procure the circulation of a petition for his nomination; but lie shall 
not personally circulate such petition, nor by writing, nor in any otherwise 
solicit anyone to support him or vote for him. 
lie shall not expend or 


promise aiiy riioncy. office, employment or any other thing of value to secure 
nomination' or election, but he may answer such inquiries as may be put 
to him and may declare his position public 1> upon matters of public interest, 
c-ithcr by addressing public meetings or by making like statements for 
newspaper publication or general circulation. 
A violation ol these pro- 


visions, or any «1 them, shall disqualify him from holding the ollieu if elected 
p.nd the person receiving the next highest number of votes, who has observed 
the foregoing conditions, shall be entitled tc, the. office. 


Section 1,1. 
JUDGE OF ITS OWN ELECTION: 
The City Commission, 


shall be the judge, of the election and qualification of its own members sub- 
ject to review by the'courts. Any member of Hie City Commission who shall 
be convicted of crime while in office shall thereby lorteit his office. 


Section 14. 
ACCEPTANCE OF PASSES AND SPECIAL PRIVILEGES 


PROHIBITED: No City Commissioner or other officer or employe of the City 
shall accept any frank, free ticket, pass or sorvic-c. directly or indirectly, 
from any person, firm or corporation, upon terms more favorable Uian are 
granted to the public generally, provided that such prohibition of free service 
shall not apply to policemen or firemen in uniform or wearing their official 
badges, where same is authorized by ordinance, and provided further that » 
nothing In this section shall be so construed as to prohibit the use of passes 
or free service that has been or may be granted to any City Commissioner by- 
reason of his employment other than as a City Commissioner. 


Section 15. 
FORFEITURE OF OFFICE: 
Any City Commissioner who. 


shall cease to possess any of the qualifications required under the six pro- 
ceeding sections shall forthwith forfeit his office. 
Section 16. 
VACANCIES: Any vacancies in the City Commission shall 


be filled for the remainder of the unexplred term by vote of the remaining 
members of the City Commission and within ten days after such vacancy, pro- 
vided such vacancy occurs within sixty days before the date of the next an- 
nual election. In case, however, such vacancy occurs more than sixty days, 
before the date of the next annual election, then such vacancy shall be. 
filled by special election to be called by the Mayor, or in case of his inability 
or refusal to act, such election shall.be called by the City Clerk; and pro- 
vided, further, that vacancies from a recall election shall be filled in the 
manner hereinafter prescribed. 
Section 17. 
MAYOR: 
The City Commission shall, at the time of or- 


ganizing elect one of its members as Mayor of the City. In case the members- 
of the City Commission are unable to agree within five days after the time 
fixed herein for the organization meeting, upon the selection of the Mayor, 
then such officer shall be chosen by lot, conducted by the City Clerk, who. 
sliall certify tho result of such lot upon the Journal o( the City Commission.

Section 18 
FUNCTIONS AND POWERS OF MAYOR: 
The Mayor 


shall preside at all meetings of the City Commission and perform euch other 
duties consistent with bis office as may be imposed by it; and. shall have a 
voice and vote in the proceedings o« the City Commission, but no veto power. 
He may use the title of Mayor in any case in which legal instruments .t 
writing or other necessity arising from the general laws of the State so re- 
nuirps- but this shall not be considered as conferring upon him the admin-

It is essential, however, no 


to make the income rate so excessiv 
as to lead to evasion, administrate

and reasonable source of revenue dur 
ing war times But the principle upon 
which these war profit taxes are laii

Th* Propoxd Income Tax, 


The additional income tax as passet 


by the House runs up to a rate of (X 
per cent This is a sum unheard of in 
the history of civilized society It mus 
be remembered that it was only afte 
the first year of the war that area 
Britain increased her income tax to tb 
maximum of 34 per cent., and tha 
even now In the fourth year of the wa

It could easily be shown that a tax 


with rates on moderate incomes sub- 
stantially less than In Great Britain 
and on the larger Incomes about as 
high, would yield only slightly less than 
the $532,000,000 originally estimated In 
the House bill 


It Is to be hoped that the Senate will 


reduce the total rate on the highest in 
comes to 34 per cent, or at most to V 
per cent, and that at the same time it 


l reduce the rate on the smaller In- 


comes derh cd from personal or profi 
slonal earnings 


If the war continues we shall have to 


depend more and more upon the in 
come tax. By imposing excessive rates 
now we are not only endangering thi 
7uture, but are inviting all manner ol 
difficulties which even Great Britain 
ia« been able to oscape

The most common element in acci- 


dents 18 preventablllty. The careless- 
ly thrown match, the day-dream on the 
railroad track, the mind which wanders 
from the hand upon the lever, the too 
-who rocks the boat—these are the; 
•who keep the surgeon and the under 
taker and the dealer in artificial limbs 
•working overtime. 


Boy Scouts are taught to foresee and 


-prevent accidents. 
When a boy Is 


taught anything he is ever on the alert 
to use his knowledge. The result ol 
the scout training is shown in a re- 
markable way In the records of the 
(national court of honor. 


There are about 170,000 scouts ln- 


the United States, most of whom go 
on a hike at least once a week through- 
out the year and camp out for a week 
•or more every summer. It would be 
natural to expect that with this num- 
ber of boys, all of the most reckless 
age, climbing trees and hills, cutting 
wood and building fires, the number 
of serious and fatal accidents would 
be large. Not so. The national court 
x>f honor, which awards medals to 
scouts who risk their lives in saving 
-others is called upon to consider only 
three or four cases a month and in 
most of these the person rescued is not 
» scout 


In most of these cases the rescue 


Is due not only to the presence of mind 
and heroism of the scout, but also to 
ids foresight In providing himself with 
•equipment for use in an emergency 
and his diligence in learning the meth- 
ods by which rescues may be effected. 


A scout who was thoughtful enough 


to carry a coll of rope at his belt when 
he went skating saved a boy who 
troke through the Ice. 
One of the 


youngest scouts saved a child from 
bleeding to death from an artery se- 
Tered by a piece of broken china on a 
beach. His scoutmaster had taught 
ilm how to apply a tourniquet, using 
« handkerchief and a stick. During 
the reunion of the veterans of the war 
of the states at Gettysburg, at tha re- 
view in Washington in 1915, and on 
-many other occasions where enormous 
•crowds have assembled, the scoutb 
have saved many from the affects of 
heat exhaustion, by being on the spot 
with restoratives and n knowledge of 


I the means ol quickly fading medical 
aid. Many a scout hoc gone to the as- 
sistance of a drowning person, released 
| himself from • death grip, fought his 
way to safety with a load heavier than 
hto own weight and, at the point of 
exhaustion, hat been obliged to apply 
artificial respiration while a crowd of 
able-bodied men and women looked on, 
unable to do anything because of their 
Ignorance of • few aimple but vital 
rules.

Ittelf against calamity by developing 
the latent power In Its boy population 
deserves the same fate as the man who 
goes without are and accident and 
health insurance.

the Valuation Board shall submit a written report to the City Commission, 
signed by at least two members of the Valuation Board.

First, legal description of tract valued; 


second, full cash value of land; third, brief description of improvements; 
fourth, full cash value of improvements; fifth, total full cash value of land 
and improvements. 


The values shown in this report shall be the values at which all taxable 


land and improvements in the City shall be assessed for the first fiscal year; 
but the City Auditor and Clerk, In his capacity as City Tax Assessor, shall 
have power to make such changes In valuations In succeeding years as he 
deems just and equitable, such changes being subject to review and correction, 
by the Equalizing Board.

BONDS. 


Section 143. 
HOW ISSUED: 
The City Commission, in its co-operative- 


capacity, is authorized to issue from time to time, bonds of said City, of such, 
denomination, and bearing such rate of interest, not exceeding six per cent, 
and becoming due in such time and upon such conditions as may be de- 
termined, to an amount not exceeding In the aggregate ten per cent of the 
assessed value of the taxable real estate of the City at the time of issue; 
provided, that no such bonds shall be Issued except for the purpose In- 
dicated in Section 7, for the floating of the debt of the City, refunding or 
previous issues of bonds, establishment of public works and utilities, con- 
struction of necessary municipal buildings, and for the improvement of 
parks, highways and streets, and other municipal purposes as are of general 
benefit In their relation to the municipality; provided, further, that before 
the Issue of any such bonds shall be made an ordinance shall be passed.' 
expressing In exact terms the amount of the contemplated bond Issue and 
the purposes for which moneys so to be realized are to be used, which said 
ordinance proposing the Issue of bonds shall subsequently be approved by a: 
majority vote of the electors of the City, who are qualified to vote as shown 
by the registration and tax books of the City, who vote thereon, at an elec- 
tion held for that purpose, at such time and in such manner as may be pre- 
scribed by law and the City ordinances. 
No person shall be deemed qual- 


ified to vote at such election who does not own and pay taxes on real and 
personal property located in the City. 
The question of the issuance of bonds 


For any specified purpose may be submitted from time to time not oftener 
than once each year, with relation to each purpose specified. 


Section 144. 
PREREQUISITE TO PASSAGE OF BONDING OR- 


DINANCE: 
Unless for special reasons which shall be stated in the ordin- 


ance levying an assessment and providing for the issue of bonds to pay any 
part of the cost of any public improvement to be made pursuant to contract, 
no such ordinance shall be passed, or assessment levied, or money borrowed, 
until bids for the labor and material have been received and the approximate 
cost of the improvement accurately determined; provided, however, that 
nothing of this section shall be construed to-prohibit the City Commission 
'rom doing any public work or any public improvement by the direct employ- 
ment of the necessary labor and the purchase of the necessary supplies and. 
material, with separate account as to each improvement BO made, but the- 
City Commission may, upon declaration by ordinance or resolution, cause- 
any public work or improvement to be done In such manner.

A home-made fireless cooker may 


be very successfully used, provided it 
is well made; that is the packing 
thoroughly done. The fact that the 
cooking done with the fireless cooker 
is accomplished entirely by heat re- 
tention is well known by all.

principal feature, then, in their con- 
struction is the packing of the box, 
holding the pocket In which the ves- 
sel containing the 
boiling food is 


placed, with something which is a 
non-conductor of heat, and to take 
great pains that the packing may be 
carefully and well done.

ation operating a public utility within the City limits, wliether under a grant 
lierctoforo or hereafter obtained, shall keep and maintain at some place with- 
in the City, suitable and complete books of accounts, showing in detail the 
assets, financial obligations, gross revenues, net profits and all the operations 
of such utility which are usually shown by a complete system of book- 
keeping. 


Each such person or corporation, within sixty days after the end of 


each of its fiscal years, unless the City Commission shall extend the time, 
shall file with the City Commission a report for the preceding fiscal year, 
showing the. gross revenue, the net profits, expenses of repairs, betterments 
and additions, amount paid for salaries, amount paid for interest and dis- 
count, other expenses of operation, and such other Information, if any^ as 
the City Commission from time to time may prescribe. 
If the City Com- 


mission shall prescribe the form for such reports, then such reports shall be 
made in the form from time to time prescribed by tbe City Commission. 


It shall be the duty of each such person or corporation to furnish the City 


Commission such supplementary or special information about its affairs as 
the City Commission may demand; and the City Commission or its author- 
ized representative, shall at any and all reasonable times have access to 
all the books, records and papers of each and every such person or corpor- 
ation, with the privilege of taking copies of same or any part thereof. 


The duties herein prescribed may be specifically enforced by appropriate 


legal proceedings; and, In addition, each such person, or corporation, tor failure 
to comply with the provisions of this section shall be liable to the City of 
Now Smyrna, Florida, In the sum of twenty-five dollars per day for each day 
of such failure, to be recovered in a civil action in the name of the City.
